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Statement from Acting Principal Douglass Burns Clarke to all 
members of Sir George Williams University: 


An accusation of racism against a member of the staff of a university 
is a serious accusation. Arrangements have therefore been made to 
hold a full and open hearing of the charge which has been levied here 
at Sir George Williams. 


A committee composed of the following five members of the University 
faculty will hear the charge: Alan H. Adamson, Chairman; Fred Knelman; 
John Macdonald; Michael Marsden; Parambath K. Menon. 


The committee will begin to hold hearings at 10 a.m. on Sunday, 
January 26, in the Alumni Auditorium (H-110). These hearings will be 
open to all members of the University community who can so identify 
themselves. 


The parties to the hearing have the right to be accompanied by legal 
counsel, and the University has agreed to bear the cost of such counsel. 


Any member of the University who has relevant evidence to give regarding 
the charge which has been levied against Professor Anderson should get 
in touch with Professor Adamson before the hearings begin. 


Once the committee has issued a report of its findings the University 
administration will take whatever action may be required. 


Meanwhile, the University clearly cannot tolerate any action which 
would bring pressure on the committee or anybody involved in this 
charge, or in any way intimidate them. And I appeal to all members of 
the University to help maintain an atmosphere that will allow this 
matter to be dealt with equitably.
